The tax collector shall have _ the 
right to intervene in any hearing conducted with respect to _ such 
license denial, revocation or suspension. Any findings made by the 
licensing authority with respect to such license denial, revocation 
or suspension shall be made only for the purposes of such proceeding 
and shall not be relevant to or introduced in any other proceeding at 
law, except for any appeal from such license denial, revocation or 
suspension. Any license or permit denied, suspended or revoked under 
this section shall not be reissued or renewed until the license 
authority receives a certificate issued by the tax collector that the

party is in good standing with respect to any and all local taxes, 
fees, assessments, betterments or other municipal charges, payable to 
the municipality as the date of issuance of said certificate. 


(c) Any party shall be given an opportunity to enter into a 
payment agreement, thereby allowing the licensing authority to issue 
a certificate indicating said limitations to the license or permit 
and the validity of said license shall be conditioned upon _ the 
satisfactory compliance with said agreement. Failure to comply with 
said agreement shall be grounds for the suspension or revocation of 
said license or permit; provided, however, that the holder be_ given 
notice and a hearing as required by applicable provisions of law. 


(d) The Board of Selectmen may waive such denial, suspension 
or revocation if it finds there is no direct or indirect business 
interest by the property owner, its officers or stockholders, if any, 
or members of his immediate family, as defined in Section One of 
Chapter Two Hundred and Sixty-eight in the business or activity 
conducted in or on said property. 


This By-Law shall not apply to the following licenses and 
permits: open burning, section thirteen of chapter forty-eight;

A. Definitions: For the purpose of this By-Law, the following 


terms, phrases, words, and their derivations shall have _ the 
meanings given herein.

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words used in the present tense include the future; words in the 
plural number include the singular number and words in _ the 
singular number include the plural number. The word "shall" is 
always mandatory and not merely directory. 


1. The term "Alarm System" means an assembly of equipment and 
devices or a single device such as a solid state unit which 
plugs directly into a 110 volt AC line, arranged to signal the 
presence of a hazard requiring urgent attention and to which 
Fire Department is expected to respond. 


2. The term "False Alarm" means: 


a. The activation of an alarm system through mechanical 
failure, malfunction, improper installation or negligence 
of the user of an alarm system or of his employees or 
agents, 


b. An incident in which the Fire Department is dispatched to 
the alarmed premises due to any signal Ob) Oran 
communication transmitted to the Fire Department 
requesting or requiring a response on the part of the Fire 
Department when in fact there has been no real cause for 
the alarm. For the purposes of this definition, 
activation of alarm systems by acts of God, including, but 
not limited to, power outages, hurricanes, tornadoes, 
earthquakes, and similar weather or atmospheric 
disturbances shall not be deemed to be a false alarm. 


B. Interconnection of Automatic Dialing Devices: 


1. No automatic dialing device shall be interconnected to any 
telephone numbers at the Fire Department after the 
effective date of this ordinance. 


2. Within six (6) months after the effective date of this 
ordinance, all automatic dialing devices interconnected to 
any telephone numbers at the Fire Department shall be 
disconnected therefrom. The user of each such device 
shall be responsible for having the device disconnected 
upon notification by the Fire Chief and/or his designee. 


C. Control and Curtailment of Signals Emitted by Alarm Systems: 


1. Every alarm user shall submit to the Fire Chief and/or his 
designee the names and telephone numbers of at least two 
other persons who are authorized to respond to an 
emergency signal transmitted by an alarm system and who 
can open the premises wherein the alarm system _ is 
installed. 
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All alarm systems installed after the effective date of 
this ordinance which use an audible horn or bell shall be 
equipped with a device that will shut off such horn or 
bell within fifteen (15) minutes after activation of the 
alarm system. 


Any alarm system emitting a continuous and uninterrupted 
signal for more than fifteen (15) minutes between 7:00 
p.m. and 6:00 a.m. which cannot be shut off or otherwise 
curtailed due to the absence or unavailability of the 
alarm user or those persons designated by him _ under 
subparagraph 1 of this paragraph, and which disturbs’ the 
peace, comfort, or repose of a community, neighborhood or 
of a considerable number of inhabitants of the area where 
the alarm system is located, shall constitute a public 
nuisance. Upon receiving complaints regarding such a 
continuous and uninterrupted signal, the Fire Chief and/or 
his designee shall endeavor to contact the alarm user, or 
member of the alarm user's family, or those persons 
designated by the alarm user under paragraph C.1. of this 
Section in an effort to abate the nuisance. The Fire Chief 
and/or his designee shall cause to be recorded the names 
and addresses of all complainants and the time each 
complaint was made. 


D. Penalties 
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Upon receipt of three (3) or more false alarms within a 
calendar year, the Fire Chief and/or his designee may: 
order the user to discontinue the use of the alarm. 


Before any repairs, testing, cleaning by any maintenance 
personnel is to be done on any fire alarm system, they 
shall notify the Fire Department; whoever violates any 
provision of this section shall be liable to a penalty of 
not more than $100.00 for each violation. 


Any user who fails to comply with Paragraph B.2.

disconnection of automatic dialing devices will be 
subject to a fine of not more than fifty dollars 
($50.00). 


All users shall be assessed fifty dollars ($50.00) as a 
false alarm service fee for each false alarm in excess of 
of two (2) occurring within a calendar year. All fees 
assessed hereunder shall be paid to the Town of Sharon, 
Treasurer-Collector, for deposit in the general fund.

The term "qualifying wetland" shall mean only inland fresh 
water areas which are seasonally flooded basins or flats 
or inland fresh meadows. 


The term "normal maintenance or improvement" of land in 
agricultural use shall mean only 


1. Tilling practices customarily employed in the raising 
of crops; 


2. Pasturing of animals, including such fences’ and 
protective structures as may be required; 


3. Use of fertilizers, pesticides, herbicides, and 
similar materials subject to state and federal 
regulation covering their use; 


4. Constructing , grading, or restoring of field ditches, 
sub-surface drains, grass waterways, culverts, access 
roads, and similar practices to improve drainage, 
prevent erosion, provide more effective use or 
rainfall, improve equipment operation and efficiency, 
in order to improve conditions for the growing of 
crops. 


"Improvement" of land in agricultural use may also include 
more extensive practices such as the building of ponds, 
dams, structures for water control, water and sediment 
basins and related activities, but only where a plan for 
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such activity approved by the Conservation District of

3.0. JURISDICTION 


No person shall remove, fill, dredge, drain, build upon, or alter any 
bank, freshwater wetland, beach, flat, marsh, wet meadow, bog, swamp, 
or lands bordering on any creek, river, stream, pond or lake, or any 
land under said waters, or any land subject to storm flowage, or 
flooding, or inundation by groundwater or surface water, or the 
buffer zone, without filing written notice of the intention to do so 
with the Commission in accordance with the provisions set forth in 
this By-Law and without receiving and complying with the Order of 
Conditions issued by the Commission and provided all appeal periods 
have elapsed, unless the Commission shall have determined that this 
By-Law does not apply to the activity proposed. 


3.1. This By-Law shall not apply to the following activities: 


(a) Emergency projects necessary for the protection of the 
health or safety of the residents of Sharon which are _ to 
be performed, or which are ordered to be performed, by a 
board, committee, commission or civil defense of the Town 
of Sharon and certified as necessary by the Commission. 
No emergency project may continue beyond the time, or 
exceed the scope, needed to abate the emergency. 
Emergency projects shall mean any projects certified to 
be an emergency by the Commissioner of the Department of 
Environmental Quality Engineering and the Commission if 
this By-Law and Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 131, 
Section 40, are both applicable, or by the Commission, if 
only this By-Law is applicable. 


(b) Maintenance, repair or replacement, without’ substantial 
change or enlargement, of existing and lawfully located 
structures or facilities used in the service of the 
public and used to provide electric, gas, water, 
sewerage, drainage, railroad transportation, telephone, 
telegraph and other telecommunication services to the 
public.

(e) Normal maintenance, repair, replacement of, or 
improvement or addition to, any existing betterment to 
private, owneroccupied property, including, but not 
limited to, fences, hedges, docks, boat moorings, trees, 
shrubs, lawns, gardens, mailboxes or lamp posts. Normal 
maintenance and repair of existing retaining walls shall 
also be included in the above mentioned activities. 


3.2. Any person who desires a determination as to whether this 
By-Law applies to an area, or to any activity proposed thereon, shall 
submit a written Request for Determination of Applicability to the 
Commission, signed by the owner of the area, or the applicant, if 
such applicant believes an owner to be acting improperly on an area, 
on a form obtainable from the Commission, together with plans showing 
the existing characteristics of the area and the nature and extent of 
the activities to be performed thereon. The information submitted 
shall also include: a list of the names and addresses of all 
abutters to the area, lot lines, town ways, the location of all 
wetlands, floodplains, water courses, and buffer zones, existing 
buildings, and all changes proposed, and such other information as 
the Commission may, by regulation, require. 


The Request for Determination of Applicabililty shall be delivered to 
the Commission by certified mail, return receipt requested, together 
with a certification that all abutters to the area subject to _ the 
determination, and the owner, if the person making the request is 
other than the owner, have been sent notice that a determination is 
being requested hereunder, and to such other persons as the 
Commission may, by requlation, require. In order to comply with the 
provisions of this By-Law, each application must be complete, as 
filed, and must comply with the rules set forth herein. The 
Commission, in its discretion, may hear any oral presentation under 
this By-law at the same public hearing required to be held under the 
provisions of Chapter 131, Section 40, of the Massachusetts General 
Laws. 


Notice of the time and place of such hearing shall be given by the 
Commission, at the expense of the applicant, not less than five (5) 
days prior to the public hearing, by publication in a newspaper of 
general circulation in Sharon and by mailing a notice by certified 
mail, return receipt requested, to the applicant, or owner, if a 
person other than the applicant. All publications and notices shall 
contain the name of the applicant, a description of the area where 
the activity is proposed by street address, if any, or any other 
adequate identification of the location of the area or premises which 
is the subject of the notice, the date, time and place of the public 
hearing, the subject matter of the hearing, and the nature of the 
action, or relief requested, if any. 
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The Commission shall send its Determination of Applicability to the 
applicant, and the owner of the site, if a person other than _ the 
applicant, by certified mail within twenty-one (21) days after the 
receipt of the Request for Determination of Applicability. Liveche 
Commission shall determine that the By-Law applies to the activity 
proposed, or occurring, the owner, or his legally authorized repre- 
sentative, must file a Notice of Intent. 


4.0. PROCEDURE 


Unless the Commission shall have determined that this By-Law does not 
apply to such activity pursuant to the provisions of Section 3.2 
above, every person who wishes to remove. fill, dredge or alter any 
wetland, floodplain or buffer zone shall first file a written Notice 
of Intent with the Commission, signed by the owner of the area, or 
his legally authorized representative, on a form available from the 
Commission, together with a list of the names and addresses of all 
abutters to the area subject to such Notice, and with such Notice, 
such plans and additional information as the Commission may deem 
necessary, by regulation, or otherwise, to describe the nature of the 
activity proposed and its effect on the wetlands, floodplains and 
buffer zones. The Notice of Intent shall be delivered to the 
Commission by hand, or by certified mail, return receipt requested, 
together with a certification that all abutters to the area _ subject 
to the Notice of Intent, and the owner, if the person making the 
application is other than the owner, have been sent notice that a 
Notice of Intent has been filed hereunder, and to such other persons 
as the Commission may, by regulation, determine. The plans_ shall 
show the location of the wetland boundaries and shall be at_ such 
scale as the Commission may deem necessary, by regulation, or 
otherwise. All drawings and plans should be stamped and signed and 
dated by such registered professional as the Commission may require, 
by regulation, or otherwise. In addition, the Notice of Intent, with 
its plans, will show lot lines, town ways, the names of all abutters, 
the location of all wetland areas, floodplains, water courses and 
buffer zones, pertinent physical features of the land, existing 
buildings, and all changes proposed to be made. In order to comply 
with the provisions of this By-Law, each Notice must be complete, as 
filed, and comply with the rules set forth herein. 


No such Notice shall be accepted as complete before all permits, 
variances, and approvals, required by the By-Laws of the Town of 
Sharon with respect to the proposed activity, which are obtainable at 
the time, of such Notice, have been obtained, or if not obtainable at 
that time, have been applied for, as provided in Massachusetts 
General Laws, Chapter 131, Section 40. 


4.1. The Commission shall hold a public hearing on the activity 
proposed within twenty-one (21) days of receiving such completed 
Notice of Intent. Notice of the time and place of such hearing shall 
be given by the Commission, at the expense of the applicant, not less 
than five (5) days prior to the public hearing, by publication in a 
newspaper of general circulation in Sharon, and by mailing a notice 
by certified mail to the applicant, and the owner, if a person other 


es 


than the applicant, and to the Sharon Board of Health and the Sharon 
Planning Board. All publications and notices shall contain the name 
of the applicant, a description of the area where the activity is 
proposed, by street address, if any, or other adequate identification 
of the location of the area or premises which is the subject of the 
notice, the date, time and place of the public hearing, the subject 
matter of the hearing, and the nature of the action, or relief 
requested, if any. Such hearing may be held at the same time and 
place as any public hearing required to be held under Massachusetts 
General Laws Chapter 131, Section 40, or otherwise. Aoi the 
Commission determines that additional information is necessary, the 
hearing may be continued to a future date for as many hearings as may 
be deemed necessary by the Commission. 


4.2. The applicant shall have the burden of proving, by a 
preponderence of the credible evidence, that the activity proposed in 
the Notice of Intent will not cause significant harm to any of the 
interests sought to be protected by this By-Law. Failure to provide 
to the Commission adequate evidence for it to determine that the 
proposed activity does not cause significant harm to the interests 
sought to be protected by this By-Law shall be sufficient cause for 
the Commission to deny such permit, or to grant such permit with such 
conditions as the Commission deems’ reasonable, necessary, or 
desirable to carry out the purposes of this By-Law, or to postpone or 
continue the hearing to another date certain to enable the applicant 
and others to present additional evidence, upon such terms and 
conditions as seems to the Commission to be just. 





4.3. The Commission, in its sole discretion, may hear any oral 
presentation under this By-Law by any interested or aggrieved party, 
at the same public hearing required for a filed Notice of Intent or 
Request for Determination of Applicability. 


4.4. If, after the hearing, the Commission shall determine that’ the 
proposed activity is significant to one or more interests of this 
By-Law, the Commission may, by written order issued within twenty-one 
(21) days after the close of such hearing, impose such conditions, 
safeguards, and limitations on time and use upon such activity as it 
deems necessary to protect those interests; but the Commission may 
prohibit such activity altogether, in the event that it finds that 
the interests of this By-Law can not be preserved and protected by 
the imposition of such conditions, safeguards or limitations. Due 
consideration shall be given to possible effects of the proposal on 
all values to be protected under this By-Law and to any demonstrated 
hardship on the applicant by reason of a denial, as brought forth at 
the public hearing. If the Commission shall determine that the 
activity proposed does not require the imposition of conditions to 
preserve and protect the interests of this By-Law, the applicant 
shall be notified in writing. No condition shall be imposed, nor 
shall any determination be rendered by the Commission, unless’ the 
Commission meets with a quorum present. 


4.5. The Commission may, as part of its Order of Conditions, 
require, in addition to any security required by any other Town or 
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State board, committee, commission, agency or officer, that the 
performance and observance of the _ conditions, safeguards and 
limitations imposed under this By-Law by the applicant and owner be 
secured by one, or both of the methods desscribed in the following 
clauses: 


(a) By a proper bond, or the deposit of money or negotiable 
securities, sufficient, in the opinion of the Commission, to 
secure the performance of the conditions and observance of the 
safeguards of such Order of Conditions. Such bond or _ security, 
if filed or deposited, shall be approved as to form and manner of 
execution by Town Counsel, or the Town Treasurer. And/or, 


(b) By a conservation restriction, easement, or other covenant 
running with the land, executed and properly recorded (or 
registered, in the case of registered land). 


4. 6. In the event all activity authorized by the Order of Conditions 
is not completed within three (3) years after the date of issuance, 
the authorization contained therein shall expire, unless the Order has 
been renewed prior to expiration, such renewal being subject to all of 
the Conditions of this By-Law. An Order of Conditions may be renewed, 
upon written request of the applicant, for a period of up to _ three 
years. No activity governed by an Order of Conditions shall be 
carried on unless, and until, all permits, approvals and variances 
required by the By-Laws of the Town of Sharon shall have been 
obtained, and unless such Order of Conditions shall have been recorded 
or registered at the Norfolk County Registry of Deeds or in the 
Norfolk County District of the Land Court Department and until all 
applicable appeals periods have expired. The Commission shall have 
the right to record or register its Order of Conditions with said 
Registry or Registry District. In the event that an Order of 
Conditions, issued pursuant to this By-Law, is identical to a final 
Order of Conditions issued pursuant to the provisions of Massachusetts 
General Laws, Chapter 131, Section 40, only one such order need be 
recorded or registered. 


4. 7. The Commission shall have the power, on its own motion, or upon 
the petition of any person interested, to modify or amend any _ such 
Order of Conditions after notice to all persons interested. 





620 CERTIFICATE OF COMPLIANCE 





The Commission shall, upon receiving a written request therefor, 
inspect the wetlands, floodplains and buffer zones, where the activity 
governed by an Order of Conditions was carried out, and issue a 
Certificate of Compliance to the owner of the property in a form 
suitable for recording, or registering, if the Commission shall 
determine that all of the activity, or activities, or portions 
thereof, limited thereby, have been completed in accord with said 
Order. The written request for a Certificate of Compliance shall be 
accompanied by evidence of the prior recording, or registering, of the 
governing Order of Conditions.

6.0. PRE-ACQUISITION VIOLATION 


Any person who purchases, inherits, or otherwise acquires real estate 
upon which work has been done in violation of the provisions of this 
By-Law, or in violation of any Order of Conditions issued under this 
By-Law, shall forthwith comply with any such Order, or restore the 
land to its condition prior to any such violation; provided, however, 
that no action, civil or criminal, shall be brought against such a 
person, unless such action is commenced within three years following 
the recording of the deed, or the date of the death by which such real 
estate was acquired by such person. 


7.0, RIGHT OF ENTRY 


Any applicant who is an owner, or any applicant legally authorized to 
represent the owner, who requests the Commission to evaluate a written 
Request for Determination of Applicability, gives the Commission, and 
its agents, the right of entry to the owner's property for the purpose 
of making the Determination. 





7.1. Any applicant who is an owner, or any applicant legally 
authorized to represent the owner, who files with the Commission a 
Notice of Intent, gives the Commission, and its agents, the right of 
entry to the owner’s property for the purpose of evaluating the 
information provided in the Notice of Intent. 


8.0. GUIDELINES AND RULES AND REGULATIONS 


The Commission shall be empowered to establish "Guidelines Governing 
the Organization and Operation of the Sharon Conservation Commission" 


("Guidelines"). The Guidelines shall include: (1) name and purpose, 
(2) elections, (3) officers, (4) consultants and honorary members, (5) 
duties of members, (6) committees, (7) meetings, (8) quorum, (9) 


appointments and vacancies, (10) hearings, (11) annual report, (12) 
commission employees, (13) contracted services and supplies, (14) 
other items found necessary by the Commission. 


Sivis, Additionally, after due notice and public hearing, the 
Commission may promulgate "Rules and Regulations" to effectuate the 
purposes of this By-Law. These Rules and Regulations may further 
define key terms in this By-Law, as well as establish information 
requirements necessary to process applications, among other 
requirements. 


8.2. Failure of the Commission to establish such Guidelines, or to 
promulgate such Rules and Regulations, or a legal declaration of their 
invalidity by a court of law, shall not act to suspend or invalidate 
the effect of this By-Law. 
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9.0. FILING FEES 


In addition to the statutory fees required for filings under 
Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 131, Section 40, the Town of 
Sharon establishes the following fees for action under the Wetlands 
Protection By-Law: 


(a) Request for Determination of Applicability, and its 
determination -- no fee. 


(b) Filing an Abbreviated Notice of Intent, and resulting 
Order of Conditions or Notification of Non-Significance -- 
$20.00. 


(c) Filing a Notice of Intent, and resulting Order of 
Conditions or Notification of Non-Significance -- $25.00 
per acre of the entire parcel (governed by the _ deed(s) 
recorded in the Registry, or registered in the Land Court, 
and designated in the Notice of Intent). Acreage shall be 
as shown on Board of Assessors maps, rounded to the 
nearest acre -- minimum fee shall be $30.00. 


(d) Request for an Extension Permit, and resulting permit -- 
$20.00. 


(e) Request for a Certificate of Compliance, and resulting 
Certificate -- $20.00. 


9.1. Fees are payable by cash or check to the Town of Sharon at_ the 
time of request or filing, and are not refundable. Town, county, 
state or federal projects are exempt from fees. The Commission, upon 
a majority vote, may waive the fees in the event of hardship or other 
cause. 


10.0. ENFORCEMENT 


In accordance with the provisions of Massachusetts General Laws, 
Chapter 40, Sections 21D and 31, as well as every other authority and 
power that may have been, or may hereafter be conferred upon it, the 
Town of Sharon may enforce the provisions of this By-Law, restrain 
violations thereof, and seek injunctions and judgements to _ secure 
compliance with its Orders of Conditions. Without limiting the 
generality of the foregoing: 


10.1. Any person who violates any provision of this By-Law, or any 
condition or a permit issued pursuant to it, shall be punished by a 
fine pursuant to Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 40, Section 21, 
and pursuant to the Town of Sharon By-Laws, Article 11. Each day, or 
portion thereof, during which a violation continues, shall constitute 
a separate offense; if more than one, each condition violated shall 
constitute a separate offense. This By-Law may be enforced pursuant 
to Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 40, Section 21D, by a Town of 
Sharon police officer, or other officer having police powers.

10.2. In the event of a violation of this By-Law, or of any order 
issued thereunder, the Commission or its agents, may issue a stop 
order to the owner, the applicant, or their agent, by certified mail, 
return receipt requested, or by posting the same in a conspicuous 
location on the site affected. Any person who shall violate _ the 
provisions of a stop order shall be deemed in violation of the By-Law; 
but the failure of the Commission to issue a stop order, for any 
reason, shall not prevent the Town of Sharon from pursuing any other 
legal remedy at law, or in equity, to restrain violations of this 
By-Law and to secure compliance with its orders. 


10.3. The Town of Sharon shall be the beneficiary of all fines 
imposed on account of the violation of this By-Law in order to defray 
the expense of enforcing the same. 


10.4. Upon the request of the Commission, the Board of Selectman and 
Town Counsel shall take such legal action as may be necessary to 
enforce this By-Law and permits issued pursuant to it. 


10.5. Upon the recommendation of the Commission, the Board of 
Selectman may employ Special Counsel to assist the Commission in 
carrying out the legal aspects, duties and requirements of this 
By-Law. 





11.0. RELATIONSHIP OF THIS BY-LAW TO MASSACHUSETTS GENERAL LAWS: 





CHAPTER 131, SECTION 40. The Commission shall not impose additional, 
or more stringent, conditions pursuant to Massachusetts General Laws, 
Chapter 131, Section 40 than it imposes pursuant to this By-Law, nor 
shall it require a Notice of Intent pursuant to Section 40 to provide 
materials or data in addition to those required pursuant to this 
By-Law. 





12.0. SEVERABILITY 


The invalidity of any section or provision of this By-Law shall not 
invalidate any other section or provision thereof, nor shall it 
invalidate any Order of Conditions which have previously become 
final.

The end of the decade was a period of transition, with Norman 
Katz announcing that he will not seek re-election in 1990. Mr. Katz 
has served on the Board from 1972-1984 and from 1986-1990. Known for 
always striving to take the emotionalism out of difficult issues, Mr. 
Katz and his wit and genteel touch will be missed. 


Also ending his tenure with the Town was Assistant Executive 
Secretary Edward Connelly. During his two years with the Town Ed 
became known (by friends and foes alike) as a person who wore many 
hats; the impact that he had on Town affairs will last much longer 
than his short tenure with the Town. 


The May election marked a new beginning, with Edwin S. Little 
being voted into office for his first term as Selectman. After a 
arduous search, Robert Vey was appointed Town Engineer in October. 


The year was also again marked with financial difficulties. In 
May, voters defeated Proposition 2 1/2 overrides and instead chose 
layoffs in the general government and schools. A second vote for the 
schools was defeated in June. August saw the Commonwealth diminish 
the Town's allotment of state aid and the call for a third override 
vote, which the voters overwhelmingly approved. The early word on 
1990 is that the Town is in for more of the same. 


The Town continued to work toward capping the Mountain Street 
Landfill. In June voters approved the money necessary for the 
project after the Town was awarded a $500,000 grant to help defray 
those costs. A final plan of action was awaiting approval from _ the 
state as the year ended. 


Much progress was made on long-term projects, including an 
improved telephone system for town buildings, implementation of 
non-criminal enforcement of by-laws, renovations to the Community 
Center, improved train station parking, computerized tracking of 
parking tickets, a re-use plan for the Wilber School, Selectmen’s 
policies and procedures, and central purchasing and cash management. 
The Lake Management committee was re-vitalized and presented a 


long-term plan for making the lake healthier. The Computer system 
received an overdue upgrade and more departments, including Fire, 
and Police, and all payroll functions were computerized. 


Trash collection and disposal had a great impact on _ the 
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Selectmen's office in 1989. The Town began transporting its trash to 
SEMASS on July 1, a new residential franchisee was hired, and working 
with a mulit-departmental task force has done the job without a 
hitch. The DPW and Recycling Group sponsored a glass and newspaper 
drop off center and a leaf composting program. 


As the new decade looms so do some large projects. Joint 
purchase and shared services with other Towns, such as_ health 
insurance will again be pursued. We will seek to conserve dollars 
and watts by reducing the number of street lights and converting to 
sodium vapor street lamps. The Selectmen will continue to support 
efforts to purchase and protect open space and build affordable 
housing. Aquifer protection efforts will continue, as will efforts 
to improve the local infrastructure, such as the Depot Street bridge 
and the Cobb’s Corner intersection.

A 1989 change to the Town zoning bylaw requires owners of dwellings 
located in a water resource protection district, applying for a 
building permit for an addition or change in use to first apply to 
the Zoning Board of Appeal for a special permit. 


Residents are reminded that it is illegal to construct, reconstruct 
or alter a structure without first obtaining a building permit from 
the Building Inspector. You must obtain a permit to reshingle a 
roof, to install new siding, to construct a tool shed or a cabana or 
to rebuild a rotted out deck. Before you undertake a renovation 
project, a resident should assure demolition debris generated by this 
project will be legally disposed of. 


Electric wiring cannot be installed, nor can gas piping or 
reconnection of gas appliances or plumbing fixtures be installed 
without a permit by licensed personnel. All domestic water piping 
must be installed with no-lead solder. The installation of permanent 
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water treatment or purification equipment and lawn sprinkler system 
connected to potable water supply including private wells shall be 
made subject to inspection and approval by the plumbing inspector for 
the protection of you and your family. 


The total number of building permits issued for 1989 was 440. There 
were 28 permits issued for single family dwellings in 1989. Single 
family home construction is down from 43 units in 1988 to the all 
time low of 28 units since the fifties. The previous low was 50 


units in 1970. 
The total value of construction and alterations was $10,960,900. 
Thirty-three violation notices were served and six were referred to 


court for compliance.

1989 in the amount of $68,863.29 were turned over to the Town 
Treasurer. 
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REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT - 1989 
BERNARD F. COFFEY, CHIEF OF POLICE 


Some highlights of the Police Department activities during the year 
1989 are as follows: 


The process of preparing, presenting, and justifying budget 
recommendations to decision-making bodies can be a _ demanding 
exercise for police administrators. There are many components to the 
budgeting process, but perhaps the most critical is the capacity of 
departments to link efficiency and productivity outputs to financial 
requests. The ability to effectively demonstrates how manpower and 
material resources affect department efficiency is critical to 
internal agency evaluations, responsive budgeting efforts, and 
successful budget presentations. 


Each year invariably presents a new set of problems. You’ve got to 
fix and alter your goals. It’s like being a pilot of a plane - your 
job is to get the plane through the season. You don’t know where the 
turbulence is coming from. It could come from the right, it could 
come from the left, but you’ve got to get it through to’ the 
destination. I can assure you that strategies and creative planning 
on the part of a Police Department is absolutely essential. Itygis 
imperative to have a positive outlook and to pursue excellence. 
Although we have one of the lowest ratios of police officers per 
population in the County, we are one of the more active departments 
in terms of the amount of work the officers do for the number of 
officers we have. We have crosstrained a majority of the officer’s 
that enable an undermanned police department to perform the duties of 
a much larger department to the benefit of the town both economically 
and professionally. Please see organizational chart that indicates 
how this is accomplished through specialization and delegation of 
authority and responsibility. 


Some examples to indicate the statistical growth of the department 
from 1984 to the present is: Citations Growth is - 613%, Persons 
Prosecuted Growth is - 431%, Total Court Offenses Growth is - 441%, 
Income Generated in 1989 - $167,328, Growth is - 214%.There has been 
an increase of 367% in operating under the influence. There has been 
a reduction of B&E’S from a high of 200 to a low of 52 - a_ reduction 
of 385% - we have reduced the number of motor vehicle accidents - 
property damage and _ personal injury. Over sixty thousand 
calls/inquiries are received by the dispatchers annually. We have 
500-600 arrests per year. Multiple calls are constantly received - 
sometimes it is necessary to prioritize the calls. These categories 
are just a sampling of the. departments statistic and productivity 
explosion of the past few years. 
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These figures indicate the department is extremely active ona daily 
basis. They indicate a tremendous team effort producing an 
exceptional high level of police services to the community - 
productivity has increased greatly, at the same time impacting a 
reduction in other serious crimes. 


We don’t wait for the phone to ring - we're pro-active as well as 
reactive with officers on the streets in various assigned sectors 
preventing and reducing crime statistics. At the same time within a 
couple of minutes of responding to any emergency or need. Crime 
prevention is one of the major goals of police work. 


Some people think nothing happens in Sharon - this couldn’t be any 
further from the truth - the cities aren’t as safe as they were ten 
or twenty years ago, but neither is Sharon. We obviously don’t have 
the crime rate of a city, but we have the same crimes on a smaller 
scale - we have experienced murders and deaths of every kind 
imaginable - rapes and sex crimes - kidnapping - assaults - drugs - 
B&E’s - house invasions where people have been terrorized in their 
own homes, 


From October, 1982 - July, 1985 we experienced the deaths of twelve 
young people in Sharon. These deaths were caused in a variety of 
ways involving drugs, alcohol and motor vehicles or any combination 
of the three. Eight of these victims were Sharon residents - July of 
1985 the department adopted a policy of a full court press on _ these 
types of violations that has resulted in no deaths of this kind since 
since July of 1985 to the present time. Also, in a three week span 
in late 1988 Sharon officers directly saved four lives by being in 
the right place at the right time - three people were removed from a 
burning motor vehicle seconds before it exploded in flames - a couple 
of weeks later a person had stopped breathing and was revived by an 
officer. These statistics prove to me we can and have made a 
difference between life and death. 


The key ingredients to a police department is communications, 
photography, transportation and personnel. To breakdown or reduce any 
of these needs in a department already undermanned would be a 
reckless act. The town is outgrowing the department. The town has 
spread out with many developments on the outskirts. The town is not 
decreasing in size it is increasing - the department is straining 
right now with the current personnel to provide adequate service to 
the town. The department cannot be run more economically or get more 
for your tax dollar than what we are giving you. 


We are at a crisis point - crime fighting demands have become 
increasingly complex. Demands on law enforcement have never been 
greater. There will be no winners, all of us will be _ losers. We 


have become over reliant on state aid, when it’s not there - 
everything falls apart. 
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I can’t believe we would refuse to at least maintain the current 
level of enforcement. I’m trying to protect what we have in place 
now. We have limited resources. We can’t be depleting these 
resources without placing the residents in some kind of jeopardy. In 
the future the liklihood of being a victim of a crime will be even 
greater that it is now. This is not the time to ease up either 
intentionally or unintentionally. If we do, I predict we will see a 
dramatic increase in many crime categories including human life. 


I'm alerting you to the fact that we have a very serious situation on 
the police department. I know we're under constraints. I can read 
the handwriting on the wall as far as the state and local budgets. 
But, we need to look at ways to maintain our current level of 
service. It all means an increase in public safety in general and 
also in the safety of those who do the work. 


Sharon has been my home for close to sixty years, probably always 
will be my home. I feel a deep commitment to the town. I believe in 
the community and care about the residents and kids. 


The Sharon Police Department belongs to the citizens of Sharon - it’s 
your police department. We have tried our very best to give you 
whatever services are required as professionally as possible. 


I just can’t believe the citizens of Sharon want to compromise public 
safety - I guess my message to the people of Sharon is: "If you say 
wer can’t afford" it~" say-we can’t ‘affordimnot to" attord1u. 


NEW EQUIPMENT 


In terms of equipment, your Police Department is in the best position 
it has ever been in. Our cruisers are constantly maintained and 
fully equipped for the officers on the street. Officer's have been 
carrying the new 9MM pistol for the past year. The new weapon 
features greater firepower and accuracy, reloads more easily and 
carries more bullets. Police Officer’s rarely fire their guns in the 
line of duty, but if needed the officer is prepared. All officer's 
are issued a portable radio and are responsible for its complete 
maintenance. The motorcycle has proven to be an unequivical success. 
Officer Hugh Cameron has been most effective in selective traffic 
enforcement with the motorcycle. Sea Board Systems, Inc. upgraded 
our lock-up facility at no expense to the town at a savings of $2600. 
This company was awarded the state bid to install the Morse Watchman 
Computerized Guard Tour System to our cellblock and communications 
area. A FAX machine was purchased thru a state bid and located in 
our records room. This machine has proved to be invaluable for 


investigative purposes, fingerprints, photos, warrants, legal 
documents and correspondence. This machine has already paid for 
itself in labor hours by time and distance. A cellular phone was 
donated to the department by Jeffrey Maron, Osprey Cellular 
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Communications. This phone has enhanced the ability of the Police 
Department communications under special conditions, i.e. 
surveillances, private conversations, etc. A private computer 
system tying in with several other towns was purchased at $6400, the 
funding coming out of the drug forfeiture monies at no cost to the 
town for our detective unit. This has proven exceptionally beneficial 
in the central sharing of information re: breaking & entering, sex 
crimes, drug offenses, etc. For the second year the police patroled 
Lake Massapoag. Several violations were issued. We made the boat 
operations more responsible merely by our presence. Because possible 
budget problems may jeopardize this program, I have already applied 
for a possible grant with the state for next summer. 


TRAINING 


Proper training and education of police officers are the primary 
weapons in law enforcement, assuring public safety and officer 
well-being. Unfortunately, in today’s litigation environment, the 
police officer must also be trained in avoiding situations of civil 
liability and the possibility of costly settlements. We continue to 
send all officers to the South Suburban Institute for 40 hours per 
officer training sessions. This training includes all recent laws 
along with all required subjects. We use our own in-service program 
to supplement other needed areas of training, using officers in the 
department who have been certified as instructors in various 
specialties. Officers attend many specialty courses throughout’ the 
year sponsored by the Criminal Justice Training Council. 


Infocel representatives trained several officers for one week in the 
use of the new computer. This system is now in full operation and is 
of great benefit to the department. Much of the credit for this 
system goes to Officer Linda Farris for her hard work in this area. 
Linda is our computer/accreditation manager with endless enthusiasm. 
Our own in-service training system was updated by adding the Law 
Enforcement Television Network. This service provides 24 hour a_ day 
instruction on every conceivable enforcement subject that exists. 
The Town's Insurance Company underwrites $2500. for this system 
because of our ability to remain free of law suits. Ultimately this 
system will save several thousand dollars in training purposes. This 
system will also help us to control costs by reducing the opportunity 
for liability claims. Chief Coffey attended the Executive Chief's 
In-Service Training Schedule for fiscal year 1989 at the Plymouth 
Academy. The Sharon Police Department hosted two seminars in our 
classroom; 1) domestic violence seminar attended by approximately 
(50) police officers and court personnel - presented by the Norfolk 
County District Attorney's office and 2) Uniform Crime Reporting 
attended by several municipalities - presented by the Criminal 
History Bureau. 
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DEPARTMENT ACTIVITIES 


Organizational changes have taken place because of transfers of two 
officers and the part-time secretary leaving for a full-time 
position. Patrolmen Larry Crosman and Stanley Fitzhugh, both natives 


of Sharon, joined the force early in 1989. Both officers were 
transfered from the Boston College security force. Both officers 
worked into the rotation very well. We're pleased to have _ that 


caliber of officers augmenting our force. 


The department received a National award for pedestrian safety for 
the fifth consecutive year from the American Automobile Association. 
This accomplishment requires a team effort and was particularly 
evident this past year. Also, numerous letters were received 
throughout the year commending the efforts of just about all the 
officers. 


Sharon and nine other Norfolk County towns signed a mutual aid pact 
to help one another. Under the agreement, police can simply request 
help from officers in neighboring towns for a drug raid, stakeout or 
undercover operation - and no red tape will be needed. A simple 
phone call, instead of two days of negotiations, will get results. 
This is a practical way to deal with a problem that knows no 
boundaries. A drug bust can easily begin in one community and end in 
another. It also makes it possible for several towns to benefit from 
officers with expertise in narcotics investigation and arrests. 


It’s worth noting the joint efforts against drugs began as a pilot 
program funded for the past three years by the federal government. 
Help from Washington can help fight the drug war in the suburbs. 


Effective this September, we have three new weapons to help us’ crack 
down on drug dealers who are poisoning our young people and 
destroying their lives and their futures. Anyone convicted of 
dealing drugs within 1000 feet of any school property in the 
Commonwealth - public, parochial or private - will receive a two year 
mandatory jail sentence. Our kids should not have to run_ the 
gauntlet of drug dealers on their way to and from_. school. 
Furthermore, any person, young or old, who is convicted of any drug 
offense, will lose his or her driver's license for up to five years. 
And any person who uses a fake I.D. or who gives false information to 
the Registry of Motor Vehicles to get a liquor I.D. will lose his or 
her own driver's license for six months to a year. It is D-Day for 
drug dealers, adults and young people who think they are above the 
law. 


The Sharon Police Department, in cooperation with the Sharon School 
Department implemented a Drug Abuse Program for elementary school. 
children effective September of 1989. This program will be funded by 
the Sharon Rotary Club. 
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The name of the program is D.A.R.E. (Drug Abuse Resistance 
Education). D.A.R.E. is designed to equip elementary school children 
with skills for resisting peer pressure to experiment with drugs and 
alcohol. This unique program uses well trained, unarmed police 
officers to teach the formal seventeen (17) week curriculum in a 
classroom setting. D.A.R.E. focuses special attention on fifth 
graders when they are most receptive to drug prevention education. 
This program is unbelievably popular with parents, school officials 
and students. This is without question the best approach to drug 
prevention in the country today. This program would not have been 
possible without the committment of the Sharon Rotary Club to 


underwrite the costs of training an officer plus materials. The 
Sharon Rotary Club continues to supply funds, equipment and voluntary 
labor for the benefit of the community in many varied ways. They 


deserve special recognition by the entire community. Our assignment 
to the schools for the D.A.R.E. program is Officer Sidney Pratt who 
has done an exceptionally fine job. 


Once again we participated in the Open House Family Week by having 
approximately 600 plus visitors. Various exhibits were set up for 
viewing, i.e., drugs, weapons, radio communication, equipment, 
laboratory, etc. The Annual Police Auction was held at the DPW 
grounds. Selectman Norman Katz was the auctioneer assisted by 
Selectman Edwin Little. Proceeds were turned over to the town tax 
collector. 


Maintenance of an aggressive and sensitive intelligence gathering 
capability is essential if police agencies are to maintain up-to-date 
knowledge of criminal activity and assume a proactive approach to 
crime solutions. 


The detective unit comprised of Sergeant Harold Donovan, Detective 
James Keating and Detective John McGrath has had exceptional success 
this past year investigating a wide variety of cases. 


We were involved in several possible Civil rights investigations 
throughout the year. All reports are scrutinized for any racial 
overtones. Reports that appear to be racially motivated are given 
top priority and handled by the detectives bureau. We then work 
closely with the District Attorney’s office. We prosecute these 
cases fully. You have to be proactive on issues like these. The 
community blends well and we want to send a message that civil rights 
violations will not be tolerated. 


We have continued our full court press on traffic enforcement. The 
only professional reason for police to enforce traffic laws is to 
bring about voluntary compliance on the part of the driving public. 
Many people dislike ticketing however, the driver who passes on _ the 
right, then weaves in to pass on the left, moves to wherever he sees 
a hole in traffic. If there is no hole this kind of driver will

tailgate and harries motorists who are obeying the speed limit. This 
is the kind of driver who passes cars on exit and entrance ramps, who 
zooms thru yellow lights, who leaps thru intersections the moment the 
light turns green and who honks his horn furiously if the driver in 
front of him does not possess the same lightning-quick reflexes. He 
does not allow extra time for driving when it snows, who does not 
feel that weather conditions of any kind should impinge on his 


God-given right to push his speedometer as high as it can go. This 
driver makes driving a tense and unpleasant experience for many of 
us, who causes accidents and kills people - "Please forgive my lack 


of sympathy". Although all of us in public service will have some 
very difficult times in the year to come, it is my hope that public 
safety efforts, which have saved lives, can be maintained for the 
benefit of all. 


I would like to congratulate the following officers for awards they 
received this past year: Officer Donald Williams, the £tret 
recipient of the Officer of the Year Award Medal. Officer Williams 
thrives on responsibility and constantly takes the initiative that is 
so helpful in bringing cases to their conclusion. Officer Stephen 
Metrick, the first recipient of the Distinguished Service Medal for 
reviving a person who had stopped breathing by performing mouth to 
mouth resuscitation. And finally Officer Allan Greenfield, the first 
Sharon officer to receive the departments highest medal, the Medal of 
Honor Award. He risked his own life by pulling three people from a 
burning car moments before the vehicle burst into flames. Officer 
Greenfield also received a Law and Order Award for his outstanding 
performance as a police officer from the American Legion, Department 
of Massachusetts, and was honored by the Governor at the Grand 
Staircase, State House for being recommended for the George L. Hanna 
Medal of Honor and Medal of Valor. Officer Greenfield received a 
framed commendation from the Governor. 


A return to Civil Service status is in progress following Town 
Meeting unanimous approval to petition the legislature, then have 
this article on the ballot at the next town election. The selectmen, 
all department officers and myself strongly urge a vote to do so. 


Continue to develop comprehensive Policies and Procedures in 
accordance with recognized accreditation standards. At this time we 
are progressing informally toward this goal. I consider this 
endeavor to be just about all time consuming. In my opinion 10 years 
from now - it will be absolutely devasting to be a law enforcement 
agency that is not, in fact accredited - I think that’s exactly the 
way it should be. Accreditation is the single most important concept 
involving law enforcement ever known. It is the biggest step towards 
true professionalism. It is the most effective means ever developed 
to insure delivery of quality, professional, effective law 
enforcement to the citizens of a community. It takes a tremendous 
department effort to become accredited, especially when it is being 
done in spare time as we are doing. We have progressed from 2 (two) 
Policies and Procedures the department had when I took over to 36 
currently published covering over 400 accreditation standards today. 
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Even if a department is never an accredited agency, if you comply 
with 50 or 100 standards, you're going to be a better agency. 


I would like to thank the community for the strong support you have 
demonstrated in our behalf. We are all fortunate to live in a 
community as compatible as Sharon. 


I would like to thank the Board of Selectmen and Executive Secretary 
for their confidence and support. Also my two secretary's, the Fire 
Department and Chief, as well as the DPW and other town departments. 
Thank you also to the Special Police who stand ever ready to assist 
the regular police department in any emergencies or special occasions 
and the school crossing guards who look after the safety of our 
children. A special thanks to my Administrative Sergeant Robert Ford 
and the Sharon Police Officers and Dispatchers who have performed in 
such a professional manner. I believe the department has improved 
every year and has produced an extremely high level of public safety 
services for the community. 


The real reward in being a police officer - whether a patrolman or a 
chief - is the knowledge that you are helping people.

Due to the result of motor vehicle accident on two occasions, 
the motorist’s insurance company was billed for damages to _ the 
municipal fire alarm system. Payment was made to the Town for 
materials and labor. 


Billed contractors for installation of fire alarm systems 
within their subdivision and the extension of the fire alarm wires to 
their location. 


The total amount turned into the treasurer’s office in 1989 for 
all services listed was $6,295.97. 


During 1989, the fire department responded to several incidents 
involving hazardous waste material. In all incidents, the waste was 
contained by fire fighters and through the Department’ of 
Environmental Quality Control a certified company was contacted to 
clean up the materials and dispose of it properly. 


The amount billed for ambulance transportation during 1989 was 
$52,160. 


DOG OFFICER 
Jacqueline S. Little, Dog Officer 


For the last eighteen years the position of Dog Officer had been 
held by Edwin S. Little. With Ed's successful bid for Selectman, it 
was no longer possible for him to maintain positions on Sharon's Fire 
Department and Animal Control. After the election Ed chose to give 
up his long held title of Dog Officer, which created the need for a 
new part-time Dog Officer. After advertising in local papers for 
several weeks and soliciting little interest, the Assistant Dog 
Officer of four years, Jacqueline S. Little was named as the new Dog 
Officer in June of 1989. 


In the last six months, several new programs have _ been 
introduced within the department. 


An aggressive adoption plan was implemented which has been quite 
successful. Although many adoptions occur from word of mouth, 
periodically, descriptions of adoptable pets are listed in the Sharon 
Advocate. Also, a weekly spot on Sharon Community Television’s "This 
Week in Sharon" with David Volin features "Adoptable Pets of the 
Week" 


Also, periodical columns in the Sharon Advocate have appeared 
regarding pet care and general information. 


A new weekly television show entitled "Animal Tracks" has added 
to new events in Sharon Animal Control. The show is broadcast from 
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Sharon Community Television, and is hosted by Jacqueline Little and 
features interesting pets, obedience and health tips, and tries to 
shed light on the wide roll of the Animal Control Officer. 


Several presentations regarding pet care and the Dog Officer's 
role in the community were presented to some of the Elementary 
classes in the Sharon School System. 


1989 was the second year of State Certification for Animal 
Control Officers. The two week training period was held at Mass. 
Criminal Justice Training Council in Needham. Participation from the 
Sharon Dog Officer included authoring and instructing a four hour 
segment on Emergency Medical Procedures for Injured Animals. Both 
the current and previous Dog Officers from the Town of Sharon were 
State Certified in 1988. 


During the year 1989, a total of 2060 calls were received and 
acted upon. The breakdown is as follows:

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THE DEPARTMENT OF WEIGHTS AND MEASURES 
James E. Mathews, Sealer 


During the year 1989, every business establishment within the 
town using weighing or measuring devices for buying or selling of 
commodities, or prepackaged goods put up for sale that are under the 
jurisdiction of the Sealer of Weights and Measures was visited. The 
devices being used were inspected for accuracy, adjusted when 
necessary to bring them within the acceptable tolerances, and 
sealed. 


Every request received by this department during the year from 
retailers or wholesalers of commodities to inspect or seal weighing 
or measuring devices used for the sale of goods was responded to 
promptly, and the devices were sealed and a report was filed. Every 
compaint received from consumers regarding weighing or measuring 
devices, or the weight, or price of prepackaged goods was 
investigated and the resulsts of the investigation was passed on to 
the complainant. 


I attended several training seminars and meetings conducted by 
the Massachusetts Weights and Measures Association in conjunction 
with the Massachusetts Division of Standards to review, and enforce 
new laws and procedures, and to detect improper practices used by a 
few wholesalers and retailers in conducting a business. 


The following weighing or measuring devices were sealed during 
the year 1989:

The following inspections were made:

There were 133 weighing or measuring devices sealed during 1989 
that were being used by merchants fro the sale of commodities within 
the Town. Inspections of scales, meters, vehicle tank deliveries, 
and prepackaged goods totalling 185 were made, and all fees collected 
were turned in to the Town Treasurer. 
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SHARON CIVIL DEFENSE AGENCY 


The severe thunderstorms which passed through Sharon on June 2, 
1989, caused extensive damage, and required the activation of Civil 
Defense to help restore power and ensure emergency vehicular access 
to diverse parts of town. All of CD’s resources were required, 
including emergency generators and lights, trucks, chain saws, and 
volunteer personnel. CD's efforts were successful and ultimately 
resulted in a commendation from the Massachusetts Civil Defense 
Agency. 


CD volunteers participated throughout the year in various 
training and maintenance exercises. These included wear field 
communications drill in late June and an emergency lighting and power 
drill in early July, in addition to regular weekly training and 
maintenance sessions. 


An important element of CD’s activities continues to be _ the 
rehabilitation of equipment discarded by other agencies. Every piece 
of emergency equipment maintained by CD are refurbished "throw-aways" 
from state and municipal agencies. CD's volunteer staff includes 
engineers and mechanics who regularly rebuild vehicles and equipment 
that would otherwise be discarded. In this fashion, the useful life 
of equipment is extended indefinitely. 


Two major natural disasters, Hurricane Hugo and _ the San 
Francisco Earthquake, prompted an administrative review of CD's 
procedures relative to the Federal Emergency Management Agency 
(FEMA). As the municipal liaison to FEMA, CD would be a conduit for 
federal funds in the event of a natural disaster. In this regard 
CD‘s administrative staff began an extensive review of FEMA 
procedures in order to ensure prompt disbursement of federal disaster 
relief funds. 


Sharon's Civil Defense agency consists entirely of local 
volunteers. Town residents are encouraged to become involved. cD 
meets every Monday night at 7:30 p.m. in the CD garage behind the 
police station.

The School Committee is charged with the responsibility of overseeing 
the educational programs of the public schools and for expending the 
largest departmental budget in the community. The Committee is also 
responsible for establishing policies which provide for the most 
appropriate educational opportunities for the children of Sharon 
given the town’s ability and willingness to pay. Accordingly, the 
citizens are encouraged to attend School Committee meetings in order 
to have a better understanding of how issues and problems are 
deliberated and resolved in the best interests of the students and 
the community. The School Committee continues to cope with the 
annual dilemma of adjusting less than adequate financial resources 
and escalating costs for all aspects of the school system. tty is 
important for the public to be aware of our problems and the 
rationale for School Committee decisions. Accordingly, the public is 
encouraged to attend all School Committee meetings so that it can be 
familiar with our issues. 


All meetings of the School Committee are held in the Office of the 


Superintendent of Schools, 1 School Street, at 7:45 p.m., unless 
otherwise stated on the Agenda. The meetings can be viewed live on 
local cable television Channel 06. The agendas for the School 


Committee meetings are posted 48 hours in advance of each meeting 
date at the Town Hall, the Public Library, the Post Office, and in 
the Community Center lobby. 


FY'90 Budget Reduction 


Due to a significant reduction ($421,477) in the School Department 
Budget for FY'90, together with increased costs for salaries, special 
education, etc., we had to eliminate thirty-eight (38) employees as 
of June 30, 1989. As a result, all levels of the School System have 
been impacted by layoffs. 


At the High School, we had to reduce our academic course offerings 
from six majors to five, which resulted in a reduction of teaching 
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staff in English, mathematics, science, foreign language, social 
studies, business education, art, music, and physical education. In 
addition, our entire home economics and industrial arts programs have 
been eliminated. 


At the Middle School, we eliminated our foreign language, health 
education, Gr. 7-8 gifted and talented, and computer programs. We 
also had to implement reductions in remedial reading, physical 
education, and guidance services. 


At the elementary level, we created larger class sizes and reduced 
teaching staff in kindergarten and grade four. To help balance our 
budget further reductions in guidance personnel became necessary. 


At the time of drafting this report, we do not know what impact these 
personnel cuts will have upon our former high level of performance 
and academic achievements. The reductions pervade the entire school 
system including the elimination of an assistant superintendent and 
secretary from the Central Office and academic department head 
positions from the Middle and High Schools. The 1989-1990 
educational program has been down-sized in direct response to. the 
reduction in our operating budget. The results of these substantial 
reductions will not be known for several years. However, the School 
Committee plans to maintain at least our basic academic programs and 
essential services. Further reductions of the magnitude experienced 
in FY’90 will have a devastating effect upon the quality of education 
in the town of Sharon. 


Student Achievement 


We are pleased to report that for the first time in the history of 
the town, our S.A.T. scores (verbal, 489 and mathematics, 540) 
totaled 1029. By breaking the 1000 point barrier, we have become one 
of the highest scoring communities not only in the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, but in the entire nation. Furthermore, our _ school 
dropout rate continues to be less than 1%. This last fact also means 
that we rank among the better school systems in the state and nation 
in our efforts to ensure that our students receive a high school 
education. Fortunately, Sharon's educational accomplishments are 
many and worthy of note. 


Curriculum Improvement - Staff Development 


The School Department prides itself on providing well-defined staff 
and curriculum development programs. During 1989, the following 
projects took place: 


Curriculum Improvement 

1k The Study Skills Curriculum for students in grades 4 and 5 has 
been expanded to grade 6 to include more direct instruction by 
the librarians. 


24 A new elementary social studies curriculum for grades 1 to 5 was 
implemented in September, 1989. 
3%. The Science Curriculum for Kindergarten through grade 5 began 
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its second year of implementation in September, 1989. 

4. An Honors level class entitled, "American Studies", which 
combines instruction in English and Social Studies has been 
implemented in Grade 10 at Sharon High School. 


De Beginning in September, 1989, students in grades 4, 5 and 6 are 
receiving expanded instruction in computer technology. 
6. A Summer Reading List was developed for students in kindergarten 


to grade 5 by the Unified Media Coordinator aand_ the 
Communicative Arts Coordinator. 

7% A revised report card for grades 1 - 5 was implemented in 
September, 1989. 


In-Service Staff Development 

Improving the knowledge and development of our teachers and other 

staff members is an on-going task. To accomplish this goal, a number 

of interesting staff development opportunities were undertaken during 

the past year. Some of these include: 

1. Implementation of the Middle School Concept at the Sharon Middle 
School. 

2. Mainstreaming special education students into the regular 
classroom. 

3. Cooperative learning techniques in the classroom. 

4. Implementing hands-on activities in Mathematics at the 
kindergarten and grade 1 level. 

5. How To Teach Science process skills at the elementary school 
level. 

6. Teaching writing as a process skill at all levels of the _ school 
system. 

7. Equity Awareness workshops, materials, and methods were taught to 
our elementary staff. 


Specialized Student Activities 


Specialized programs and activities are used to reinforce and enrich 
our regular curriculum. The following list highlights some of our 
more effective offerings: 

1. The development of an After-School Care Program for grades 
kindergarten to 5. 

2. The implementation of After-School Enrichment Activities for 
students in grades kindergarten to 5. 

3. In conjunction with the Sharon Rotary Club and the Sharon Police 
Department, the implementation of the D.A.R.E. Program, an 
alcohol and drug abuse education/prevention program for students 
in grade 5. 

4. Our School Improvement Councils and parent groups support the 
partnership between the Brockton Art Museum and the elementary 
schools. This program includes visits to the museum by various 
grade levels and return visits by artists to the schools to work 
with children in their area of expertise. 


Capital Outlay Funds 


Typically, Capital Outlay projects are approved by Town Meeting vote 
in one calendar year and the projects are completed by the end of the 
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next calendar year. We are pleased with the support that we have 
received from the members of the Capital Outlay Committee and _ the 
approval of the voters at the annual town meeting for School 
Department projects. 


During calendar year 1989, the following Capital projects were 
completed and the approximate cost of each is recorded after the 
identified expenditure. 


High School Boiler and Burner Replacement $99,000. 
Purchase and Installation of Modular Classroom 

at East Elementary School $150,000. 
Purchase of a one (1) ton Stake Body Truck $17,000. 
Buy-out of copy machine leases and purchase of 

one new Copy Machine $81,600. 


We have placed on temporary hold two projects approved at the 1989 
Annual Town Meeting pending further action by the voters. We had 
planned to replace our remaining fuel tanks at the East, Middle and 
Senior High Schools at a cost of $225,000, and oil burners at _ two 


schools at an estimated cost of $20,000. Both of these projects 
could be included within the scope of work to convert all School 
Department boilers and burners to natural gas. Rather than remove 


the remaining fuel tanks, we may be able to pump them dry and fill 
them with concrete. This procedure is considered environmentally 
safe and, if approved by the state, will be a cost saver for the 
community. 


Bid specifications and cost estimates are in process to complete the 
remainder of the approved projects at the 1989 Town Meeting. These 
outstanding projects scheduled for completion in calendar year 1990 
include: 


Replacement roof at East Elementary School $200,000. 
Replace doors at Cottage Street School $32,000. 
Replace and repair various school lockers $10,500. 
Purchase new floor scrubbers $8,000. 


Our school buildings are becoming older with each passing year and we 
applaud the community’s efforts to plan for major renovations in a 
systematic manner. 


Retirements 


Each year, the School Committee recognizes retired employees by 
publishing their names in the Annual Town Report. During 1989, the 
following staff members retired from the school system with the 
actual length of service to the community appearing in parentheses 
beside each name: Lucile Bailey (25 yrs.); Oliver Beauchemin (16 
yrs.); Miriam Eames (28 yrs.); Carlyle Newton (28 yrs.); Mildred 
Forman (24 yrs.); Bertha Mucinskas (24 yrs.); and Virginia Tillson 
(20 yrs.). The School Committee, Administration, and staff wish each 
of our retired employees well, and thank them for their many years of 
devoted service to the School Department and children of Sharon. 
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Conclusion 


As 1989 comes to a close, the School Committee and School Building 
Committee are working together to provide much needed classroom space 
for our increasing elementary school population. The need for new 
school facilities, the need for increases in the School Department’s 
annual operating budget, and the need for the citizens of the 
community to agree that education is a high priority commitment that 


must be affirmed as the decade of the '80s comes to an end. Our 
energies must be directed to the youth of our town. It is for us, 
the adults of the community, to provide those educational 


opportunities for our children that will ensure that the future of 
Sharon will be vibrant. The School Committee recognizes its many 
challenges and will provide the best educational program it can given 
the level of financial support it receives from the community.

This past year has seen substantial additions to the materials 
and services provided by the Library. A small but’ growing video 
collection (in large part funded by donations) was introduced and has 
proven to be very popular with patrons. A personal computer, donated 
by the Friends of the Library in memory of Stanley T. Dingman, as 
well as software to use in the Library, has enabled many residents to 
complete projects for school, work and pleasure. The addition of a 
computerized magazine index has significantly reduced the time needed 
to find a magazine article and provides more information than any 
previous index in the Library. 


The Library provided a wide variety of programs in addition to 
numerous special events tied to the 75th anniversary of the original 
Carnegie building. Our annual Chinese New Year celebration involves 
a growing number of people and has become quite a special day. A 
performance and coffee hour was held to honor Sharon's’ senior 
citizens in May, during Senior Citizen’s Month. The wonderful, now 
annual, Family Week celebration gave a particularly = special 
opportunity to contribute to programs for the enjoyment of Sharon

The enthusiam conveyed in this 1989 Annual Report should not imply 
that the Recreation Department is resting on its laurels. The 
momentum we generated in 1989 must be carried into the 1990's. 
During the next decade the inevitable forces for change will require 
the Recreation Department leadership to respond to public needs in 
radically different ways. New economic and technological rules will 
dominate our society and influence the professional responses to 
society's leisure and environmental needs. The great challenge 
for the 1990's will be to adapt and innovate as well as _ continue 
to find other ways to pay bills for certain recreation services. 
This report not only reflects 1989 but also shows a shift from 
thess0’sato thet90’s’. 


Our goal in 1989 was to bring residents together at the gyms, the 
parks, the beaches and the Community Center. The enthusiasm with 
which they returned surpassed our expectations. In 1989 many 
traditional activities privately funded such as the Summer Lake- 
side Concert Series, the CYC Second Annual Family Week celebration, 
the Halloween Parade, the Holiday Celebrations, the Youth Sports 
Programs, the Overnight Graduation Party and the Triathlon were all 
special events that brought residents and visitors together for 
common celebrations of civic pride. Satisfaction comes from. see- 
ing the tangible results of so much hard work and cooperation among 
community groups, the business community, and government agencies. 
Under the leadership of the Recreation Committee, the staff and some 
key volunteers. Diverse groups have transcended differences to work 
together for mutual goals. 


As a result of budget cuts during the past year, the Recreation 
Department has reorganized by recruiting more volunteers, involving 
the private sector, setting up a revolving fund, increasing fees and 
charges and becoming much more creative in order to get the 
most for the recreation dollar. In 1989, the Recreation Department 
provided a clean, safe and active program which had a _ positive 
effect on life in the community. A healthy recreation program 
provides an alternative to the temptation that can afflict our 
youth, such as substance abuse, teen violence, vandalism, and crime. 
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With the right blend of programming, outreach, and community input, 
the Recreation Department has demonstrated that young people respond 
positively to messages of hope and opportunity. 


As the efforts of the Community residents, the merchants, the staff, 
other departments, and open space groups continue to bear fruit, 
Sharon Recreation will continue to play a control role in the Town’s 
well being. 


Sharon is proud of its open space and natural beauty. Ilthaise one 
reason people choose to live here and raise a family. Let's take a 
look at what happened in 1989, including some of the recreation 
highlights: 


SUMMER LAKESIDE CONCERT SERIES 

A very hard working committee called the Lakeside Concert 
Series Committee coordinated a total of 8 concerts during the summer 
of 1989. Most of the concerts took place at the Memorial Park Beach 
Bandstand, weather permitting. One of the highlights of the concert 
series was the visit by the All-American Boys Chorus from Costa Mesa, 
California who entertained approximately 700 residents at the Middle 
School auditorium in August. The Sharon Community Band opened and 
closed the concert series which drew record crowds during the 
summer. Special thanks to the private sponsors for picking up _ the 
costs of the bands as well as refreshments. 


MEMORIAL PARK BEACH BANDSTAND 

The Memorial Park Beach Bandstand was painted in August’ by 
Dave Ares of Massapoag Avenue in order to preserve the wood and 
brighten up the bandstand. 


SECOND ANNUAL FAMILY WEEK CELEBRATION 

The single most popular event of the Town’ was indeed the 
Second Annual Family Week Celebration held from September 17 to 24. 
Thousands of residents enjoyed this celebration which included a 
family parade, festivals, a bonfire, trolley tour and open house at 
all town departments, special workshops and concerts. Whatever else 
may define Sharon's Family Week Celebration, the control thrust 
behind the effort comes from the volunteers. Without a Town 
appropriation, Family Week was produced, directed and acted out by 
the true stars - the Volunteers. The entire community came together 
for the celebration, especially the Town’ Departments. The 
Second Annual Family Week attendance doubled in a year. 


PROFESSIONAL CERTIFICATION PROGRAM 

The Recreation Director and Athletic Supervisor received their 
professional re-certification from the Massachusestts Recreation and 
Park Association in September of 1989, after earning a series of 
educational units. 


SPECIAL RECOGNITION 


On Dixie Land Night, the Lakeside Concert Series Committee gave 
special recognition to long-time community volunteer Paul Ares. 
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DR. WALTER A. GRIFFIN PLAYGROUND BUILDING 

The new playground building was finally completed in September of 
1989. This brick building will provide a storage area, office space 
and handicapped restroom facilities for future programs at _ the 
playground. Many thanks to the DPW for their extra help and support 
in completing the project. The plan for the building was donated by 
Bob Abel of Sharon. 


NEW WATER BUBBLER 
The Sharon Lions Club donated the new water bubbler at the 
Dr. Griffin Playground in June of 1989. The bubbler is shaped like 


the mouth of a lion. This is another example of organizational 
support. 

COMPUTERIZATION 

Staff received special training on the use of computers during the 
passed year in order to improve and increase efficiency. The 


department currently has two computers on hand and both serve a 
useful purpose. 


FEES AND CHARGES INCREASED 

1989 saw an increase in fees and charges for Beach Tags and Stickers 
as well as the Youth Sports Programs. The increase is a direct 
result of budget cuts and the need for meeting the costs of, the 
service. 


REVOLVING FUND 

The Recreation Department Revolving Fund was activated in 1989, in 
order to operate the Sharon Youth Basketball Program involving 
approximately 700 youngsters. All the receipts and expenses went 
through this revolving fund with the exception of the salaries and 
wages of the Athletic Supervisor. The sports programs were 
originally part of the Town budget process prior to budget cuts. The 
Recreation Department has set up good accounting and bookkeeping 
procedures for the revolving fund. 


PERSONNEL CHANGES 

Unfortunately, in 1989, the Recreation Department suffered some 
devastating budget cuts and had to lay off the Community Center 
Custodian, Glen Peck. Although this is a tough situation for the 
Recreation Department to lose this position, it is a tougher 
situation for an employee who served the Town for a number of years. 


CAPITAL IMPROVEMENT PROJECTS 

The Community Center received the bulk of the Recreation Department 
capital monies in 1989 making the facilities handicapped accessible 
amd renovating the Senior Center area on the main floor. 


TRAINING WORKSHOPS 

Many volunteer coaches involved in the Sharon Youth Sports Program 
participated in a 6 hour Training Workshop sponsored by the National 
Youth Sport Coaches Association. The main objective of the NYSCA is 
to improve the youth sports experience for the young people involved 
in out-of-school youth sports programs. The 40 plus volunteer 
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parents who were certified in 1989 were educated in the following 
areas: Psychology of Coaching, Maximizing Athletic Performance, 
First Aid and Safety, How to Organize a Fun and Interesting Practice 
and Tips in Teaching Sports Techniques. 


FIRST ANNUAL HALLOWEEN PARADE 

The First Annual Halloween Costume Parade took place on October 31, 
with close to 1,000 youngsters marching from the former Intermediate 
School to the center of Town and down Pond Street before going back 
to the Intermediate School parking lot for refreshments and Trick or 
Treat Bags. The Firemen’s Association, Lions Club and the Co-op Bank 
financed the parade, coordinated by Kevin Talcott of the Recreation 
Department. The parade was led by a police cruiser and fire engine. 


"SERVICE ABOVE SELF" 

In 1989 the Sharon Rotary Club outdid themselves by taking an active 
roll in many community events and Town sponsored activities. Some of 
those special events are Senior Citizen free Thanksgiving Dinner - 
November; Overnight Graduation free Breakfast - June; Second Annual 
Family Week free Spaghetti Dinner - September; and Hosted a free 
cook-out for the "All American Boys Chorus" - August. This was truly 
"service above self" for Sharon's 42 Rotarians. 


MISS MASSACHUSETTS 

Miss Massachusetts, Jeanette Elman, paid a visit to the Community 
Center on Sunday, November 19, in order to wish the Sharon Seniors a 
Happy Thanksgiving. She also entertained the Seniors by dancing the 
routine she performed at the Miss America Pageant. 


COMMUNITY CENTER FACILITY 

It’s amazing the number of different functions that took place at the 
Community Center during the year 1989.

The Sharon Elder Affairs/Council on Aging serves as the 


community focal point of comprehensive service delivery for or on 
behalf of older citizens. The community focal point is the first 
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contact anyone may go to or call for help, information, or referral 
on any aging issue. As a centralized resource, we assist elders 
and/or their families in negotiating the complex and fragmented 
systems of health and social services. We also serve as advocates 
for older citizens and disabled which means representing, initiating 
actions, and educating elders and all citizens on issues. 


1989 Accomplishments 
Seventy-five volunteers provided a total value of $79,746, at a 
minimum or comparable wage, worth of service at no cost to the Town. 
This represents 1,896 hours. 
Our total revenues for FY '89 were $127,741 and $69,156 worth of 
in-kind goods and services were donated/provided to the Council on 


Aging. The municipality provided $84,430 and $65,756 in-kind. 


Sponsored a Property Tax Abatement Clause at Town Meeting, which was 
approved. 


Coordinated a Friendly Visitor program with Temple Israel. 


Utilized college students as medical drivers and interns for health 
and human services programs. 


Began a memory retention course and a 55-Alive driver retraining 
program. 


Hosted various well health screening and clinics: eyes, ears, flu. 


Organized a month of special activities in honor of Older Americans 
Month. 


Held the first volunteer recognition luncheon with Representative 
Marjorie Clapprood as special guest. 


Provided expanded direct social services of counseling and outreach 
to elders and their families. 


Provided Homestead Act forms for older citizens. 
Remodeled the new multi-purpose Senior Center lounge. 
Utilized the expertise of the newly formed Sharon Art Group, led by 


Lu Stubbs. We acquired quarterly exhibits and monthly programs in 
the Senior Center. 


Encouraged increased participation by older citizens in planning 
their programs.

Instituted a fee structure for the mini-bus operation providing 
seniors with an opportunity to contribute toward the operating 
expenses. 

Provided services and programs to 626 different persons over age 60 
and 28 different people under 60.

There were 14 Notice of Intents filed with the Conservation 
Commission in 1989. Orders of Conditions were issued for all _ the 
projects. 


Two issues were the main focus of the Commission’s actions 
during 1989. The first being the revisions to the existing Town 


Wetland By-laws. This generated much activity with citizens, 
especially those closest to Lake Massapoag. The Commission was 
pleased with the results of our joint efforts. Second being the 


pursuit of support by Town/State and Audubon for the purchase and 
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preservation of the Griffin property on Norwood Street. The 
Commission cannot adequately express its gratitude to the townspeople 
for their overwhelming support at the May Annual Town Meeting. We 
will continue in our efforts to secure this property as permanent 
open space. 


The Commission continues to monitor the larger projects, i.e. 
Skanco, MacIntosh Farms, Tanglewood Estates and Townsman Square. We 
welcome and encourage the participation of the townspeople in 
reporting, questioning and voicing concerns regarding any areas 
pertaining to Conservation issues. Without the support of citizens 
the Commission would not have made the gains which it has in the 
past. 


During August, we lost the services of Vicki Anderson who left 


the Town of Sharon to move to Wisconsin. Vicki was a valuable 
contribution to conservation efforts and the Town. He enthusiasm and 
willingness to become involved will be sorely missed. Her duties 


have now been assumed by Gregory Meister who comes to the job with a 
strong environmental background. 


In conclusion, we would like to recognize the efforts of the 
Friends of the Conservation Commission. We urge you to _ become 
members. Their efforts include plant sales, school displays and the 
formation of a land trust. This is an opportunity for citizens to 
participate in efforts to increase the community’s environmental 
awareness.

Permits and licenses are issued by the Board of Health for the 
following: keeping of animals (subject to approval by the Animal 
Inspector); caterers; manufacture and sale of ice cream; 
pasteurization and/or sale of milk; motels; camps; operation of 
retail food establishments; food service establishments; temporary 
food service; semi-public pools (all under supervision of 
Sanitarian); giving of massages; transportation of offal; dumpster 
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permits; pesticide applicators; underground storage of hazardous 
materials and regulated substances; well permits (all subject to 
approval of Health Agent). 


The Board of Health is responsible for determining the eligibility of 
disabled or handicapped citizens, as well as that of senior citizens 
(based upon income) for town-sponsored refuse collection. Sixty-six 
residents were approved for this service for the fiscal year 
beginning July lst, 1989. 


The Department also participates in various health-oriented projects 
by providing information to the public, e.g., the annual American 
Cancer Society "Great American Smokeout" and the Massachusetts 
Passenger Safety Program "Make it Click-Buckle Up" campaign. 


Beginning in January 1989 the Health Department took part in a 
cooperative arrangement, along with other area communities, with a 
local laboratory to enable residents to purchase radon test kits at a 
reduced price through the Health office. By year's end, 375 radon 
kits had been purchased. Approximately 250 anonymous surveys 
completed by kit purchasers indicated fewer than 20 homes with radon 
levels considered quite excessive (above 20 picocuries/liter of air); 
with approximately 75 readings between 4-15 picocuries/liter, a level 
higher than desirable, but one at which remedial action is 
recommended in a few years. 


The Health Department once again organized a town employee charitable 
collection of funds for families in need at Thanksgiving and 
Christmas. In all, five Sharon families were provided with 
assistance through the charitable contributions of our Town 
Employees. 


Responsibilities of the Town Sanitarian in 1989 included the 
following: routine unannounced inspections of food’ service 
establishments, retail food establishments, and catering facilities 
to ensure compliance with the State Sanitary Code; Sanitation audits 
of school cafeteria food service practices throughout the school 
year; weekly laboratory testing of all semi-public swimming pools and 
all Lake Massapoag swimming areas from June to September to insure 
safe public swimming; pre-season and mid-season inspections of all 
camps to insure continuation of proper sanitation standards. In 
addition, all public health complaints made to the Department’ were 
thoroughly investigated and resolved. 


During 1989 two new restaurants opened--Mandarin Taste at 3/7 Pond 
Street and Pizzaria Roma at the Sharon Heights Shopping Center. 
Marriott Corporation purchased the Bickford’s Family Fare Restaurant 
on Route One. 


The end of 1989 saw the loss of our Assistant Health Agent, Edward F. 
Connelly, to a position in Rhode Island. Ed was an extremely 
valuable resource, partially due to his legal background, and will be 
sorely missed.

PROFESSIONAL ADVISORY BOARD TO THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


The primary function of the Professional Advisory Board is that of 
liaison between the public and the Board of Selectmen (which acts as 
the Board of Health), providing a professional resource to the Board 
of Selectmen in matters pertaining to the public health of the 
community. The Advisory Board includes interested citizens with 
professional expertise in many varied facets of health-related 
subjects.

From its inception in 1966 through a vote of Town Meeting, the 
Professional Advisory Board has striven to maintain the very highest 
possible level of health standards. The Board’s activity now 
involves cooperative efforts with other Town Boards and Committees, 
e.g., the Lake Management Study Committee, the Town Engineering 
Department, the Department of Public Works, and the School 
Department. Some of the Board's activities. during 1989 were as 
follows: 


In early 1989, the Advisory Board encouraged the Board of Health to 
cooperate with area communities in an arrangement with an area 
laboratory to enable residents to purchase radon test kits at _ the 
Health office. The Board also urged residents with private drinking 
water wells to purchase radon well water kits through the Health 
Department. 


Following the completion of a survey of license fees of area 
communities conducted by the Health Department, the Board recommended 
the first increase in Board of Health license and permit fees since 
1981. The Board of Health subsequently approved these increases. 


During the year the Board met several times with Joan Spano, Public 
Health Nurse,and Diana Ryder, Executive Director of the Council of 
Aging, to try to help develop a coordinated effort to assist Sharon's 
growing population of senior citizens by combining nursing services 
and social services. The position of the Executive Director of the 
Council of Aging is being refined to entail an increased dedication 
of effort for social services. The need for this increased effort is 
due to many factors, including increased demand for services (people 
are living longer and, consequently, more are becoming frail); there 
is more abandonment of parents by children, for a variety of reasons; 
there is less support by state and federal agencies; the workload of 
the Public Health Nurse is up,as evidenced by the Public Health 
Nursing Report shown above. 


A discussion of a Warrant Article for the Annual Town Meeting 
regarding an appointed Board of Health took place. After discussion, 
the majority of members saw the current system working well and, 
thus, saw no reason to rush into making such a _ significant change 
without a great deal of study. Town Meeting agreed and referred the 
matter to the Government Study Committee for further discussion. 
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Members of this Board were involved in a joint collaborative effort 
with the Lake Management Committee to develop an informative, easily 
understandable advisory notice explaining lake tesing procedures and 
results. This notice was later distributed to those purchasing lake 
tags. 


At year's end, the Advisory Board began a study of underground tank 
testing removals in other communities, planning to evaluate which 
programs would be most appropriate for Sharon. 


NORFOLK MENTAL HEALTH ASSOCIATION, INC.

The Norfolk Mental Health Association is a private non-profit 
corporation governed by a citizen Board of Directors who represent 
each of the twelve towns in its service area: Canton, Dedham, 
Foxboro, Medfield, Millis, Norfolk, Norwood, Plainville, Sharon, 
Walpole, Westwood and Wrentham. 


The major programs of the Norfolk Mental Health Association 
available to Sharon residents are: 


Cutler Counseling Center: has a fully licensed staff of social 
workers, psychologists and psychiatrists bringing together a rich 
variety of skills and experience to provide a wide range of services 
to children, adolescents and adults of all ages. In order to be most 
responsible to individual needs and community concerns, Cutler Center 
is organized into specialized programs offering services in the 
following areas: Intake and Emergency; Family and Children; Alcohol 
and Substance Abuse; Chronic Care; Psychiatry; Adult; Senior Care; 
Psychological Testing; Assertiveness Training; SEparation and 
Divorce; and Families of Substance Abusers. In the Alcohol and 
Substance Abuse Program a significant affiliation has been forged 
with the NORCAP Center providing a most comprehensive approach to the 
treatment of substance abuse. Each program offers specialized groups 
and services, such as the Parent-Toddler Program, an educational and 
supportive experience for parents and their children from birth to 
age 3, and the Gyp Program, a unique blend of counseling and physical 
activity for children between the ages of 5 and 15. 


Other programs include the Widowed Lifeline offering comfort, 
understanding, and friendship to men and women at any stage of 
widowhood; Project Hire, a sheltered vocational rehabilitation 
facility for people with emotional, developmental of physical 
handicaps, Programs include diagnostic evaluations, electronic skill 
training, work adjustment training and _ counseling, sheltered 
long-term employment, and transitional employment and job placement; 
Parent-Aide Program, offering trained and supervised volunteer aides 
who provide one-to-one help to clients in the community, families and 
individuals in crisis, victims of domestic violence, parents at risk 
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of abusing and neglecting their children; Community Education 
Programs: The staff of Cutler Center are available to provide talks, 
workshops and consultation on a wide variety of mental health related 
topics. These services are available to community agencies, civic 
organizations, business and industry, schools and the Court’ system. 
In addition, community education programs on such topics as_ stress 
management, assertiveness training and clinical issues are held 
periodically throughout the year. 


Cutler Counseling Center currently has offices in Norwood and 
Wrentham with the Wrentham office providing the full range of 
services offered by the Norwood Office. 


During fiscal year 1989, Cutler Counseling Center provided 
direct services to approximately 120 people from Sharon. The total 
value of these services was $92,815 of which the Town of Sharon 
allocated $8,000. 


In the past year, people from Sharon who came to us_ for 
assistance were often referred by friends, neighbors, family, clergy, 
school, physicians, or community agencies. The most common’ requests 
for help concerned such problems as_ depression and anxiety, 
difficulties in marriage or family relations, school or 
behavior-related problems, alcohol or drug abuse, work-related 
problems, and acute or chronic mental illness. 


The Norfolk Mental Health Association Board of Directors 
include Attorney Loretta O’Brien and George Bailey from Sharon. 


LAKE MANAGEMENT STUDY COMMITTEE

The reconstituted Lake Management Committee experienced perhaps 
the most active year since the original committee was initially 
formed in 1970. Using part of the $1,000 appropriation provided by 
Town Meeting in 1988, the committee acquired the equipment and 
accessories required to develop lake monitoring capability. From the 
end of May to mid-November the committee monitored lake quality at 
the so-called "Deep Hole" station. The results indicated that the 
water quality of the lake during this summer was above levels of 
prior summers (perhaps attributable to heavy rainfall) and reinforced 
the hypothesis that a significant portion of the phosphates 
supporting plant growth is attached to bottom sediment deposits. 
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Cooperating with the Board of Selectmen and other Town boards, 
the committee has participated in the decision making relating to a 
proposed sewerage system to serve the homes’ surrounding and in 
proximity to Lake Massapoag. The committee has recommended less 
costly alternatives to the system such as aeration of the lake 
hypolimnion and pumping of septic tanks/cesspools of those homes 
close to Lake Massapoag. 


Other activities included: 


Development, publication and distribution of information to 
watershed residents on their relationship to Lake health, septic tank 
and cesspool maintenance and fertilizer application. 


Participated in development of policy by the Public Health 
Advisory Board on bacterial monitoring and public reporting thereof 
at swimming beaches. 


Development of additional strategies for intercepting phosphorus 
inputs to Lake Massapoag, and 


Development of biological monitoring program. 


During the coming year the committee is hopeful that major 
phosphorus interception strategies can be implemented resulting in 
perceptible improvement in lake water quality. 


CANOE RIVER 
AQUIFER ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


On February 12, 1989, Wheaton College hosted the first Canoe 
River Winter Awareness Day. The purpose was to officially present 
IEP’s "Canoe River Aquifer Regional Protection Plan". The plan, 
which contains geographical information and maps of the aquifer, 
recommends strategies that will insure water supply protection. 
Chris Clarke, lawyer/planner from the environmental consulting firm, 
IEP, explained the significance of the regional plan and its role as 
a guideline to aquifer protection. Jude Hutchinson from the 
Department of Environmental Protection (DEP) also spoke on _ the 
importance of CRAAC and how the committee is being used as an example 
of regional cooperation. 


In March, CRAAC cosponsored a land use course with the Natural 
Resources Trust of Easton. Robert Lemire, an investment advisor and 
land use consultant, taught a course at Wheaton College titled, 
"Saving What Needs to be Saved and Building What Needs to be Built". 
This course focused on creative land development with regard to the 
environment. AS a result of Lemire’s course, a Land Use Conference 
is being planned for March 3, 1990 at Wheaton College. The Land 
Trusts of Easton, Mansfield, and Norton and MassCLEAN are helping 
CRAAC sponsor this program. The program is directed towards land 
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owners, whose names were obtained from a parcel base map of the 
aquifer. The map was made possible by a Riverways Grant from the 
Division of Fisheries, Wildlife, and Environmental Law Enforcement 
(DFWELE). The emphasis of the conference will be on how to_ safety 
develop land while protecting the environment and how_ estate 
planning, using conservation easements, can provide financial 
benefits. 


A second Spring Awareness Day was held May 6, 1989, at _ the 
Mansfield Fish and Game Club. After coffee and donuts, provided by 
Gary Eagan’s Honey Dew, volunteers began a river clean up. An 
informational program followed. Maria VanDusen from the DFWELE 
presented Adopt-a-Stream certificates to the Easton Water Workers, 
Easton Rod and Gun Club, and Norton Webelo Pack 27. These groups 
chose to watch over a portion of the Canoe River. Mansfield’s Women 
of Today then provided lunch, which was followed by canoe rides, 
courtesy of the Easton Recreational Department. A third Spring 
Awareness Day is planned for May 5, 1990. 


Cynthia Bellamy from DEP spoke to CRAAC on the misuse of waste 
motor oil. She discussed the state’s efforts to develop’ regional 
collection centers and public education programs. The committee 
pointed out to her that member, William Hardin, has filed a waste 
motor oil bill with Representative Vernon. If passed, the bill would 
allow communities to license the sale of motor oil and to use _ the 
money to pay for a recycling facility. Also, Foxborough’s Board of 
Health is currently enforcing Massachusetts regulations requiring 
every business selling motor oil to have a collection facility and to 
accept returned used oil free from a customer with a sales receipt. 
The committee has informed other member towns of Foxborough’s 
endeavor. Easton, Mansfield, and Norton are now enforcing the law. 


Illegal dumping is also a topic of concern. The dumping of 
debris, oil, gasoline, etc. in sensitive land areas can _ seriously 
impact water supplies. Such a problem existed in the Red Mill Road 
area of the aquifer. Upon notification, selectmen in Easton and 
Norton have closed the road, and the area has been cleaned. 


All towns have been affected by the state’s budget cuts. Towns 
are losing a lot more than locaL aid. Programs related to the 
protection and regulation of water supplies are tied into the 
environmental aspect of the state budget. Loss of grant monies and 
cut backs in environmental agencies will most certainly take its 
toll. CRAAC has expressed its concern to the Legislature. Cte ts 
important for all concerned to realize that water supply protection 
costs less that cleaning up a contaminated supply. To lose state aid 
and support agencies increases the financial and enforcement burden 
of every municipality in implementing water supply protection. 


The Winter Company (TWC), a government and media relations 
firm, has offered pro bono services to _ CRAAC. The committee is 
presently working with TWC to establish a list of objectives. CRAAC 


feels that TWC would be most helpful in the areas of public and 
private funding and government relations.

The Southeastern Regional Vocational School designed and 
printed stationery for CRAAC. Dan Iagatta made and donated an aerial 
video of the Canoe River to CRAAC. CRAAC is currently developing an 
informational brochure, which is expected to be ready in early 1990. 


CRAAC is appreciative of the assistance that citizens, local 
organizations, and state agencies have provided to further its goals. 
CRAAC welcomes public and official attendance at its meetings. 
Meetings alternate between towns on the first Thursday of each month 
at 1:00 p.m. The meeting locations are posted at the town halls.

NORFOLK COUNTY MOSQUITO CONTROL PROJECT 


The Operational Project Program integrates all proven 
technologies into a system of mosquito control that is rational, 
safe, effective, and economically feasible. 


All mosquito eggs need water to hatch to sustain larval 
growth. 


Source Reduction Work: Our primary efforts are concentrated 
on the drainage of shallow, standing, stagnant water, and _ the 
maintenance of existing flow systems which contribute to mosquito 
breeding sources. 


Drainage ditches cleaned 390 feet 
Brush obstructing drainage cut 602 feet 
Drainage construction by wide-track backhoe 3,441 feet 


Larviciding: Treatment of mosquito larvae during aquatic 
development is the next most effective control effort. 


Larvicide by backpack and mistblowers 149 acres 
Adulticiding: The suppression of flying adult mosquitoes 
becomes necessary when they are numerous, annoying, or threatening to 


residents. 


Adulticide with mistblowers 84 acres 
Adulticide U.L.V. from trucks 28,320 acres 
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Surveys, inspections, and monitoring in support of our program 
include locating and mapping breeding areas, larval and adult 
collections, and field work evaluations leading to better drainage. 


The Project received 428 calls from residents for information 
and assistance. 


METROPOLITAN AREA PLANNING COUNCIL 
George B. Bailey, Representative 


The MAPC concentrated its efforts this year on studies leading 
to the adoption of its METROPLAN 200 regional growth plan. Local 
planning assistance, in particular, was limited due to continued 
reductions in Federal funds and reduced availability of state grants. 
The METROPLAN study encompasses regional economic development, ground 
transportation, water and waste water, solid waste, facilities 
siting, open space preservation, and housing. While the MAPC lacks 
the power to put any recommendations into effect by itself, one 
region in the state, Cape Cod, is serving as model for study, as a 
result of long-sought legislation passed this year. 


The council’s most striking advance was in the encouragement 
of voluntary sub-regional groups. Sharon joined with twelve other 
communities to form the Three Rivers Interlocal Council, signed a 
memorandum of understanding, and appointed the MAPC representative 
and Assistant Executive Secretary Ed Connelly. Ten meetins were held 
during the year. Staff assistance was provided by the Council. 


The Department of Environmental Protection gave MAPC a $19,700 
grant to develop a water supply protection plan for communities in 
the Neponset River Basin including Sharon.

MASSACHUSETTS BAY TRANSPORTATION AUTHORITY 
George B. Bailey, Designee 


Representation was maintained on the Advisory Board at all 
Board and Executive Committee meetings, and meetings of the Commuter 
Rail Committee. Following appointment by the Board Chair, Mayor 
McCauley of Quincy, to the Finance Committee, the representative also 
participated in the fall meetings of the Finance Committee. This 
committee provides the report and recommended budget which is voted 
upon by the full board and constitutes the operations mandate for the 
T. The process for FY 91 budget, voted in December, was especially 
difficult because the state’s declining revenuew increased pressure 
to reduce the cost to the state of MBTA service. The careful review 
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of T expense and ecnouragement for revenue growth through increased 
fees and judicious sale of advertising space, kept cuts from reducing 
levels of service beyond minor adjustments. This process is the best 
demonstration that control of the T should remain with the District’s 
cities and towns. 


Other activities included working on Sharon parking strategy 
with the Selectmen’s office and the Transportation Advisory Board, 
dedication of the wonderful new South Station building, and a trial 
ride of the tilt-technology high speed rail equipment which could 
reduce Boston-New York service to 3 hour running time without major 
changes in track geometry or right-of-way. The representative 
continues to chair the Commuter Rail Committee and the Personnel 
Committee (for the Advisory Board staff). 


The Town’s FY91 Cherry Sheet share of MBTA net cost of service 
is $366,000. Changing the distribution of these costs continues to 
be a priority issue with the Board, the legislature, and the MBTA.

A petition was received from the Board of Selectmen to allow 
the widening of Mountain Street from Spring Lane to Hampton Road. 
The Planning board's approval was needed because the street is a 
designated Scenic Road. It was a concern of the Selectmen that the 
road was too narrow to accommodate the amount of traffic that 
traveled the road. Because of concerns about the environmental 
effects of the proposed widening, the Board did not approve the 
project and referred the matter back to the Selectmen for further 
study. 


At the request of the Board and citizens living on Col. Gridley 
Road, Skanco Development Corp. and the Board conducted an _ updated 
traffic study for the intersection of Gavins Pond Road and S. Main 
Street. As of the end of 1989 the town’s consultant, Bruce Campbell 
and Associates, had not submitted its final report on the project. 


During the course of the year, the Board found it necessary to 
call in sureties on two developments under construction: Arrowhead 
Farms (off Mountain Street) and Williams Estates (off Castle Drive). 
The town expects to complete the subdivision improvements during 
1990. 


We would like to acknowledge the 28 years of dedicated service 


by Board member George Bailey who did not seed re-election this year. 
His professionalism and perspective were a great asset to the Board. 
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Town Engineer, Jim Miller, resigned in May and a_ search committee 
spent the summer finding a new Town Engineer. In late October Mr. 
Robert Vey joined us as the new Town Engineer. 


Because of the plentitude of special permit applications under 
Section 4500 of the zoning by-laws and other difficulties, the Board 
formed a committee, the Zoning Enforcement Review Committee, of 
members and former members of the Planning Board, the Zoning Board of 
Appeals and the Building Inspector's department. At year’s end the 
committee had made several recommendations for changes in the zoning 
by-laws and review regulations. 


We would like to thank all the citizens who assisted the Board 
as well as town employees, especially Carlos Sanchez who served as 
Town Engineer from June to October and the new Town Counsel.

Set ii- Hel py + ine" sis -gyreater Brockton’s and Attleboro’s 
anti-poverty agency dedicated to improving the quality of life of 
limited-income individuals and families, and making all segments of 
the community responsive to the needs of the limited-income, 
disadvantaged and minority. 


During the program year ending September 30, 1989, Self Help 
received a total funding of $9.6M and provided direct services to 
77,812 limited-income households in the area. 


1329 Sharon residents received direct services totaling $63,839 
during the program year 1989. 


The total funding of $9,654,308 does not tell the real value of 
human services delivered to the area as a whole. Self Help’s funding 
enabled us to mobilize an additional $1,639,542 of other community 
resources such as Commonwealth Service Corp., contributions from the 
towns and volunteers. The gross value of Self Help during the past 
program year was $11.3 Million dollars. 


Self Help currently employs approximately 200 individuals, many 
of whom are of limited income and minorities. 


We feel that the program year 10/1/88 through 9/30/89 was a 
successful one for us and very helpful to our limited-income 
population. We thank the Board of Selectmen, town volunteers and 
your representative to our Board of Directors, Ms. Marie Levenson for 
helping to make our year a success. 
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SOUTHEASTERN REGIONAL VOCATIONAL TECHNICAL 
SCHOOL DISTRICT REPORT 


James J. Leonard, Sharon Representative 


In June 1989, the Southeastern Regional Vocational Technical 
High School graduated 253 students. Guidance Department records 
indicate that 92% of the members of the Class of 1989 were placed 
either in full-time jobs or had elected to further their education. 


Southeastern offers twenty-four high school vocational training 
programs and six Technical Institute post-secondary programs. On 
October 1, 1988, 1273 students were enrolled in the high school and 
112 post-secondary students were enrolled in the - Technical 
Institute. 


In cooperation with state and local human service agencies, 
Southeastern Technical Institute is providing post-secondary 
educational programs to adults who are dislocated workers, single 
parents and women who, after a long absence from the world of work, 
are returning to the job market. In addition to the six daytime 
post-secondary programs, Dental Assistant, Medical Assistant, Medical 
Laboratory Technician, Electronic Technology, Licensed Practical 
Nursing and Computer Programming, a new two year evening Practical 
Nursing Program enrolling twenty students was implemented in January 
of 1990. A new open ended Office Technology Program utilizing 
computer assisted instruction, data entry, word processing, database 
and spread sheet instruction began in September. 


Sharon’s share of the $7,554,454 total budget consists of 2.92%, 
representing 40 students.
